JACKSON, Cal., Aug. 28.—Seven­ 
th-five men entombed in the famous 
Argonaut gold mine, below the 3,500 
foot level, by fire which broke out 
in the main shft shortly after mid­ 
night, were still in the mine at 7:30 
o’clock this morning. Te fire contin­ 
ued burning and efforts were being 
made to reach the miners 
through 
the abandoned Muldoon shaft which 
touches the vein 
where 
the 
men 
were working 
The Muldoon shaft has been used 
as an air feed to the mine in recent 
months, and the 
opinion 
w*as 
ex­ 
pressed by those who visited th» 
scene 
early 
today 
that a rescue 
would be effected through it within 
a few hours. 
The fire was discovered at mid­ 
night. 
The alarm wras sounded, and 
rescue parties were sent down into 
the mine. They found flames raging 
fiercely and w*ere unable to ap­ 
proach the lower levels. 
The tragedy of the situation in­ 
creased when the air pipe burst 
and the electric wiring went out of 
commission, shutting off light and 
communication. 
The 
flames 
are 
burning in the 4400 and 4500 foot 
levels. 
During the morning hours, 
Superintendent H. S. Garbarini suc­ 
ceeded in restoring the airline to 
the 2700 foot level and pipes were 
installed to carry water down to be 
used in an effort to extinguish the 
burning timbers. 
Up to that time 
water was carried down into the 
mine in skips. 
The mine rescue car of the United 
States bureau of mines is expected 
early this afternoon. 
A crew is 
coming from Berkeley.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., August 
27.—More appeals in criminal cases 
have been filed in the state supreme 
court for the October term than ever 
before in any term. Attorney General 
Jesse W. Barrett says. 
During the April trm of taoni etaoin 
During the April term of court all 
records for the number of appeals in 
criminal cases were broken, Barrett 
stated, but the 
attorney 
general’s 
record docket for the October term 
is still larger, he says. Convictions 
in felony cases have been appealed 
1l almost seventy Instances, It Is de­ 
clared. 
Besides the criminal cases to be 
tried In the supreme court, the attor­ 
ney general’s department will pre­ 
sent a number of important civil 
cases, Barrett announced. 
The question of whether national 
banks bay legally establish branch 
banks is one that must be decided, a 
suit having been filed in the state 
supreme court to prevent establish­ 
ment of branch banks by a St. Louis 
national bank. 
Bankers throughout 
the entire state have Joined forces 
in opposing the branch bank move­ 
ment, it is understood. 
Validity of the state marketing bu­ 
reau act is being questioned In an­ 
other case to come before the su­ 
preme court in the 
October term. 
There is also a suit on 
the work­ 
men’s compensation referendum and 
an attact on the blue shy depart­ 
ment, all of which the attorney gen­ 
eral’s department will defend on be­ 
half of the state. 
* 
Scores of suits In federal courts 
and state circuit courts are pending 
and must be defended by the attor­ 
ney general’s 
department* 
Barrett 
stated. 
Mandamus 
proceedings 
against several 
state 
departments 
have been filed in the supreme court 
I and here again the attorney general 
will be called upon as defender of 
the state. 
More than 1,000 opinions of differ- 
, ent questions as to interpretation of 
the law have been given this year 
I by the attorney 
general’s 
depart­ 
ment, Barrett remarked in summing 
up the work of the department since 
January I. 
Regarding the increase In the num- 
!>er of appeals in criminal cases, the 
attorney general would advance no 
theory except to suggest that “per­ 
haps the prosecuting attorneys were 
securing a greater number of convic 
tions in the trial courts.”
